The lighting continued this morning, the dis­ 


patch says, in a violent storm of thunder and lightning, but the weath­ 


er was clearing at noon. An impression of confidence throughout the 


armies is indicated by the latest dispatches from various parts of the 
battle fronts. 


Elite German armies are engaged along the 60 miles of fighting, 


the correspondent adds, the} include three divisions of the Imperial 


Corps Ciuard with picked regiments from Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Sax- 


cny and Silesian Prussia.

FRENCH AND AMERICANS 
DROVE GERMANS BACK 


O n the French Front in France, Ju ly 16. (& )— The Germ ans 


have crossed the Marne at various places giving them control over 12 


miles of the southern bank of the stream between G iand and Mareuii- 
le-Port. 


This operation cost them dearly, five bridges being destroyed as 


their troops were passing over them while hundreds of their men are 


believed to have met death from the machine guns and bombs of 
aviators. 


About twenty divisions are engaged in the 
fighting 
between 


Rheum and Chateau Thierry and the same number between Rheims 


and Massignes. Other divisions are in reserve and ready to enter the 
battle. 


All the divisions have been identified as representing the elite of 


the Germ an arm y, showing that Germ any on Monday delivered an 


extrem ely powerful effort. A ll the divisions suffered h eavily. 


Statements made by prisoners are to the effect that their officers 


had assured them they would have an easy victory, asserting that 


I hey would be opposed by troops in no great numbers and complete­ 


ly demoralized.
